ARMED’ STRENGTH 1S JAPAN'S 
“BIG ASSET AN WAR 


If China and Japan go to war over 
Manchcuria, Japan’ will not ‘have. the 
great preponddrance off  mijitary 
strength the average man might ex- 
pect. 

China’s yast armies outnumber Ja- 
pan’s standing army more than . six: 
to, one, and even when the highly or- 
ganized and efficient first line re- 
serves are included for Japan, China's 
armed forces still outnumber them by 
nearly 600,000 men. 

Latest estimates place the strength 
of the Chinese armies att 1,300,000! 
men, while Japan has 211,000 in its 
standing army and approximately 
500,000 in its first line reserves, which 
would. be almost instantly available. i 

All of the soldiers in Japan’s first 
line reserve have been in. active ser- 
vice in the regular army within the 
last five years. Each of them has 


spent three weeks each year in train-— 


ing camps since their regular two- 
year service period ended, 

On the other hand, China’s reserves 
are poorly equipped and _ organized 
and would be of little use for months 
after the campaign opened. 

Of course, Japan’ s real ‘advantage 
lies in its fbietter equipment and  or- 
ganization. The Japanese army is 
probably as well equipped as any in 
the word. The Chinese forces, while 
far ‘ahead of the semi-medieval armies 
there 30 years ago, are still far be- 
hind Japan. 

Japan would also have a tremend- 
ous advantage in air fighting. The 
Japanese air corps, with more than 
3500 men and hundreds of fast, mod- 
ern fighting planes, could dominate 
the situation in the air from the be- 
ginning. 

On the sea, the Japanese . navy 
would have no foe capable of giving 
them even a god workout. The Chin- 
ese navy censists of. 10: small and ill- 
equipped ships, some of which ‘are 
more then thirty years old. Their 
largest vessel is an “amcient' cruiser of

CANADIAN FURS AND. 
THEIR TRADE IMPORTANCE 


Fur farming is playing an increas- 
ingly important ‘part in the fur trade 
of Célada, the value of pelts of ranch- 
bred animals now representing about 
12 per cent of the total annual value 
cf the raw fur production of the Do- 
minion. The fox has proved the 
most suited for domestication, al- 
though other kinds of fur-belarers' are 
‘being successfully raised ‘in captivity 
—mink, racdoon, skunk, marten, 
fisher, muskrat and [beaver. 

The important markets for Can- 
adian furs are London and New 
York; the trade tables for the 12 
months ended June 30, 1930, show 
that of the total of $17,187,399 
worth of raw furs exported, the 
British Isles received $9,453,322 and 
the United States $6,972,556. At the 
close of the Great Warr, Montreal took 
a position as an international fur mar- 
ket, holding the first (Canadian fur 
auction’ sale in 1920, when 949,565 
pelts, valued at $5,057,114 were sold. 
The most recent figures ae ee that at 
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‘Fresh from the gardens? 


industry , in Canada: ‘in connection 
with the fur.trade is that of the dress- | 
ing and dyeing of furs. 


the auction sales held in’ Montreal 
during 1930. there were 2,328,977 pelts 
disposed of, with a total value of $5,- 
387,400. Sales are also held at Hd- 
monton and Winnipeg.

FOURTEENTH FORTIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 


(Issued by the Dept. of Agriculture, 
Edmonton, November 14th, 1931) 
The concluding chapter of Alberta’s 

production story is now being written 

and the ending is a more happy one 
than the beginning would have led 
the general public to expect, 

Reports received by the Provincial 
Department of Agriculture during the 
past week in preparation for its final 
crop report, reveal very satisfactory 
rural conditions over a considerable 
portion of the province, although in 
the southeastern section the story is 
in sharp contnast to that told in other 
sections. Threshing of wheat. is com- 
pleted throughout the province, and 
save in the section mentioned, all 
districts report excellent yields and 
quality, previous reports in this re 
spect being fully sustained. Thresh- 
ing was brought to a conelusion under 
perfect weather conditions, an@d many 
farmers took advantage immediately 
of the higher wheat prices with the 
result that a large proportion of the 
crop has already been marketed, grad- 
ing welt up and bringing: substantialty 
better returns all round than was at 
first anticipated. 

Central and Northern Alberta and 
the Peace River district. report fifty 
to sixty per cent of wheat marketed 
and grading one and two. Peace Riv- 
er expécts the average yield of wheat 
to be 20 bushels witl: 40° for oats, 
while districts nearer Edmonton re- 
port an expectation of a 25:bushel av- 
erage with many fields running up to 
30 and 40. Lacombe district reports 
having harvested two crops in one. 
Sedgewick district speaks of an av- 
erage of 26'bushels of wheat and 50 
of cats. Farther south Olds reports 
over a million bushels of wheat mark- 
eted, grading well, with wheat aver- 
aging over 30 fhushels. The south- 
eastern district is not so fortunate, 
with wheat running from: nil to 10 
bushels, and with water for stock 
proving a serious phoblem and a big 
demand for feed. 

Raymond tand Lethbridge are jub- 
ilant over the results of the sugar 
beet crop which is averaging high in 
yield and sugar content, and is keep- 
ing the Raymond factory working to 
capacity, but the grain reports ot 
these districts are just 
Claresholm district hag had an excell- 
ent yicld of grain. At Brooks wheat 
has avoraged 25, oats 35 and’ barley 
30, with fifty per cent of wheat mark- 
eted. This district has harvested 250,- 
000 pounds of alfalfa seed and 300,- 
000 lbs. of sweet clover seed, with 
hay put up under ideal conditions.
